Roman Catholic charismatic renewal coming of age 


Movement matures, 
gains acceptance

LA JOLLA — After less than two 
decades of steady growth, the charismatic 
renewal movement worldwide is 
maturing, enjoying a _ greater 
acceptability among non-charismatic 
Catholics (although others remain 
skeptical), and is becoming more and 
more of a semi-‘‘official’’ structure within 
the Church.

ls NCCB’s REAL work lost in the headlines?

ALCALA PARK — The real work of 


‘the yearly U.S. bishops’ meeting each 


November is likely lost in the headlines of 
the secular press, looking for division 
where there is honest dialogue, and in the 
special axes the Catholic Left and Right 
would like to grind if they had the chance. 


One gets the impression, after talking 
with San Diego’s two bishops, that the 


Nov. 14-17 NCCB meeting in - 


Washington, D.C., was just that: a 
meeting with much to do, too little time to 
do it in, and more of an agenda- and goal- 
setting session than the special one last 
May in Chicago that produced the 
bishops’* attention-getting and 
controversial pastoral letter on peace in 
the nuclear age. 

THIS DOESN’ T mean that this year’s 


NCCB meeting was without significant 
results, said Bishop Leo T. Maher and 


Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez last 


week in separate interviews following 
their return from the nation’s capital. 


Both agreed that the adoption of a - 


pastoral on Hispanics was the most 
important 1983 agenda item facing the 
U.S. hierarchy brought to compietion. 

“The entire body of bishops is very 
sensitive to the presence of the Hispanic 
people in the U.S. and also their needs,”’ 
said Bishop Maher. “‘It will give a greater 
awareness of the contributions they have 
made and will continue to make.”’ 


Although the final version adopted by 
the full body of bishops was greatly 


amended from the initial working 
document drafted earlier this year by the 
nation’s Hispanic ordinaries and 
auxiliaries, the substance remains the 
same, said Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. 


Chavez. 


“‘WE HAVE 16 Hispanic bishops 
because of the awareness of Rome. If 


- Rome knows, then obviously the U.S. 


bishops should know,”’ he said. 
Another key agenda item, both bishops 


felt, was the means of implementing Pope 
John Paul II’s call for the U.S. hierarchy 
to lead a renewal of Religious life in this 
country. 


“This affects the very life of the 
Church in America because of the 
contribution Religious men and women 
make,”’ said Bishop Maher. ‘“‘It calls for 
long-range planning and direction for the 
implementation of the pope’s letter,’’ he

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Holy See issues a family charter of rights 


VATICAN CITY — The Holy See on 
Nov. 24 issued a Charter of the Rights of 
the Family, calling it a ‘‘model and point 
of reference’’ for the laws and policies of 
nations. 


The 12-article charter, paralleling other 
international charters of human rights, 
declares the priority of the family over 
“‘the state or any other community”’ as a 
‘“‘natural society’’ that has ‘‘inherent 
rights which are inalienable.”’ 


IT DECLARES marriage ‘‘the - 


natural institution to which the mission of 
transmitting life is exclusively entrusted’’ 
and says that any attempts ‘‘in any way to 
limit the freedom of couples in deciding 
about their children constitute a grave 
offense against human dignity and 
justice.”’ 

Rights of the family that it outlines 
range from a right to privacy to 


‘economic conditions which assure them 
a standard of living appropriate to their 
dignity and full development,’’ from 
freedom of choice in religion and in the 
education of their children to the rights to 
participate fully in political and social 
activity and to receive a free flow of 
information. 


The charter insists that governments 


uphold ‘‘the institutional value of 
marriage’ 
placing 
couples...on the same level as marriage 
duly contracted.”’

THE CHARTER originated as an 
idea presented to the 1980 world Synod of 
Bishops by Ukrainian-Rite Archbishop 
Maxim Hermaniuk of Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, who proposed the concept and 
a general outline of its contents in a 
speech to the synod. j 


The idea drew enthusiastic support 
from the more than - 200 bishops 
assembled for the synod, but they did not 
have time in the month-long meeting to 
draw up a refined document themselves. 
They asked Pope John Paul II to finish 
development of the document in 
consultation with experts and bishops’ 
conferences around the world. 


“Almost all of these rights are already 
to be found in other documents of both 
the Church. and the international 
community,’’ says the introduction to the 
nine-page charter. ‘‘The present charter 
attempts to elaborate them further, to 
define them with greater clarity and to - 
bring them together in an organic, 
ordered and systematic presentation.’’

PROTEST — The U-S. Catholic 
Conference has joined the Catholic bishops of 
England and Wales in protesting the detention 
of a South African Roman Catholic Church 
official. The general secretary of the South 
African Catholic Bishops’ Conference was 
detained by police; South African bishops have 
unsuccessfully tried to find where the priest is 
being held. : 

‘DISGRACE’ — Catholic officials in South 
Carolina have sharply criticized Sen. Ernest F. 
Hollings (D-S.C.) over a remark attributed to 
him about the U.S. bishops’ support for 
tuition tax credits. Hollings, a leading 
opponent of tax credits, was quoted in a South 
Carolina newspaper as saying the bishops were 
‘running around the hallways’’ looking for 
support during the Senate’s tax credit debate 
Nov. 15. He said the bishops’ activity was a 
“‘disgrace.’’ 


REFUGEE AID — The Holy See’s 
Pontifical Mission for Palestine has 
contributed more than $150 million in funds, 
goods and services to Palestinian refugees 
since 1948. Msgr. Antonio Franco told the 
U.N. General Assembly’s Special Political 
Committee that the Holy See has a “‘special 
concern’’ for the Palestinian refugees. 

EXCLUSIVE — Nippon Television Co. of 
Japan is paying the Vatican $3 million 
outright and plans to spend an estimated $14.4 
million over the next 12 years for exclusive 
reproduction rights to Michelangelo’s Sistine 
Chapel frescoes. during the company- 
sponsored cleaning of the famous ceiling. 


‘HOPES, EXCITEMENT’ — On the 
20th anniversary of his death, President John 
F. Kennedy was praised by his brother and the 
archbishop of Washington as a compassionate 
man whose life touched the world. ‘‘The 


events of 20 years ago cut short his time with 
us, but they cannot take away the hopes he 
raised, the excitement he felt and the progress 
we made under ‘his leadership,’’said 
Archbishop James A. Hickey of Washington 
in his homily at a Nov. 22 memorial Mass 
sponsored by the Kennedy family. 

NEW DIOCESE — Pope John Paul II 
created the new Diocese of Colorado Springs, 
Colo:, and named Auxiliary Bishop Richard 
C. Hanifen of Denver, 52, as its first bishop. 

CAUTIOUS SUPPORT — Bernadette 


Devlin McAliskey, outspoken opponent of * 


British rule in Northern Ireland and former 
member of the British Parliament, has 
expressed cautious support for the idea of a 
special U.S. envoy for Northern Ireland. ‘I 
don’t think a special envoy is the solution,’” 
she said, ‘‘but I am willing to wait and see.”’ 

‘DRAMATIC URGENCY’ — The build- 
up of nuclear arms has given a ‘‘dramatic 
urgency’’ to the search for world peace 
because their use would be a ‘‘type of 
collective murder-suicide,’’ said Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli, papal secretary of state. In 
a Noy. 18 speech at the University of San 
Francisco he also said that while the Church’s 
‘ust. war’’ theory ‘‘has not yet been 
abandoned,”’ the potential evils of nuclear war 
call for a ‘‘revision of traditional principles of 
evaluation’’ of war. 

A STEP — As a step toward national 
reconciliation the. government should end 
political trials, said the Polish bishops. At the 
end of a meeting of the Polish Bishops’ 
Conference they also urged the freeing of 
political prisoners as a way of aiding national 
unity. 

GOD ‘ATTACKED’ — The murders of 
three men and the wounding of seven others 
during a worship service in a Pentecostal hall 
was condemned by Cardinal Tomas O’Fiaich 
of Armagh, Northern Ireland. He called the 
raid by gunmen ‘‘a direct attack against God’’ 
and said the gunmen had no right to call 
themselves Catholic. An organization calling 
itself the Catholic Reaction Force claimed 
responsibility for the attack.

England and Wales. 

SOVIET ‘FRAME’ — The French

EL CAJON — A new ‘‘newly 
marrieds’”’ program in El Cajon has the 
potential to minister to one previously 
ignored group and to spread throughout 
the diocese. 


The diocese already has programs for 
specialized groups like the separated and 
divorced, singles and newlyweds. There is 
always the possibility that these groups’ 
will become ‘‘exclusive,’’ to the 
detriment of mingling with the wider 
Church community, which isn’t 
necessarily bad, said Corrine Warcholik, 
a founder of the newly married program. 


BUT HER ‘‘fear is that they 
(newlyweds) won’t be involved in 
anything...I’m glad for them. If that’s 
what it takes for them to experience 
Church community then it’s good,’’ she 
said. Too many young couples leave the 
Church after their ‘‘very Catholic 
wedding,”’ she said. 


That was one of the reasons Mrs. 
Warcholik, her husband Richard, and 
Father Daniel Polizzi of Catholic 
Community Services’ Family Life 
Department developed the Holy Trinity 
parish-based program. 


They conducted two six-week pilot 
programs to test the program. The second 
one ended Nov. 16. 


NEW COUPLES ‘have a right and 
perhaps a need to gather with ‘like 
types,’ ’’ Father Polizzi said. It would 
bring ‘disaster’ to dilute special interest 
Church groups to make them all- 
inclusive, he said. 


Catholic bishops have called for a 
‘Jike-to-like ministry,’’ Father Polizzi 
said, and it works. ‘“The newly married 
couples learned from each other.’’ 


The Warcholiks served as ‘‘ministry 
couple’’ and led the four-couple pilot that 
recently concluded with a home Mass and 
dinner. They shared their experiences as 
a couple in evening meetings held once a 
week for six weeks. 

‘*T DIDN’T have any specific ideas of 
how it would turn out,’? Mr. Warcholik 
said. He hoped a community of ‘‘support 
relationships’? would develop in the 
young Holy Trinity couples, and that did 
happen, he found. Some of the couples 
did not have ‘‘couple friends’ before the 
pilot project. 

His wife hoped ‘‘the couples would 
come out of it wanting to involve other 
couples in the program’’ and would go 
back to the parish and start a group for 
newly marrieds. That, too, was 
accomplished. 


‘‘There’s a lot of enthusiasm on the 
part of these couples,’’ Father Polizzi 
added. Young couples are ‘‘very 
inspiring to be around,”’ he said, because 
they ‘‘are very much in love (and have) 
lots of hopes.”’ 


MRS. WARCHOLIK found it 
“‘revitalizing’’ to be with young couples. 
‘‘We benefit as much as the couples do,”’ 
Mr. Warcholik agreed. ‘“Their romance, 
theit deep love for one another rubs off on 
us.”’ 


The Warcholiks have been married 16 
years and have children ages 15, 14, 
three-and-a-half, two and four weeks. 
(The latest pilot program had to be pre- 
empted for the birth of the Warcholik’s 
baby.) 

Sharing personal and intimate details 


of married life seemed ‘‘natural,’’ Mr. 
Warcholik said, because he and his wife

have given Marriage Encounter 
weekends for five years and have worked 
on Evenings for the Engaged, too. 


‘*WE SIMPLY shared with them how 
we are working on a daily basis’’ on the 
marriage, Mrs. Warcholik said. “‘It’s 
never easy to admit that you’ve made 
some very stupid mistakes and to admit 
that you are struggling in some areas.”’ 


“‘We’re being as real as we can about 
daily living in a marriage. They (the 
couples) know if you are trying to make it 
sound rosy,’’ Mrs. Warcholik said. They 
shared the good and the bad, she said. 


Father Polizzi and the Warcholiks are 
looking for couples willing to share their 
experiences with newly marrieds. The 
first training program for ministry 
couples is Jan. 14. 


A COUPLE must come with the 
approval of their pastor and be willing to 
lead a parish-based program similar to the 
pilot program the Warcholiks ran.

ALCALA PARK — When it comes to 
Christianity, Tamale (TAH-ma-lay) is 
the ‘‘most backward’’ area of Ghana, 
Africa, its archbishop said recently while 
visiting the local offices of the Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith. 


Archbishop Peter Poreku Dery, who 
had traveled to the Los Angeles 
archdiocese for medical reasons, came to 
San Diego at the invitation of the local 
Missions Office. He spoke to students of 
University High School and at St. Francis 
School in Vista, about the needs of 
Ghana. 


HE SAID his own father was a 
polygamist before he and most members 
of his tribe became Catholic in a “mass 


~ conversion.”’ ~ 
His father never said what attracted - 


him to Christianity, but Archbishop Dery 
suspects it was ‘“‘the kindness of the 
missionaries, their concern for others and 
their love.’’ Under British rule ‘‘people 
suffered.’’ The missionaries were the first 
white people who were good to. the 
natives, and ‘‘it moved them.’’. 


It has been 53 years since the 
missionaries came to Ghana and now 
there are nine bishops and dioceses 
serving 1.5 million Catholics. Local 
priests number 250 and they are aided by 
260 missionaries. 


ARCHBISHOP DERY became 
bishop of the Wa diocese in 1960, which 
had 30,000 Catholics. By 1975, when he 
became archbishop of Tamale, the 
number of believers in Wa had tripled. 


He attributes the growth to his 
closeness to the people. In addition to 
regular visits for Confirmation, he told 
priests in Wa that he would concelebrate 
Easter and Christmas liturgies if he were 
invited. ‘‘I’m not going to celebrate these 
only in the cathedral,’’ he told them. 


He also made two-week visits each year 
to at least one parish. Archbishop Dery, 
an imposing man over six feet tall, 
remembered how he ‘‘crunched up”’ in a 
Datsun and motored his way through the 
diocese. 


HE LIVED with his priests, 
celebrated Masses and visited every 
village and hamlet of the parish. 


He met with Moslems, pagans, chiefs 
of the villages and Catholics. ‘‘My 
message was the message of God, to tell 
them God has appointed me bishop of the 
area.’’ He told them, ‘‘I want to know 
you and to let you know me.”’ 


Archbishop Dery gave personal 
testimony. ‘‘I was once the same as you as 
far as God was concerned. But I have 
converted to the other side. 
Sacrifices...idol worship...I’ve done all 
that, too, but God has come to me and to 
you to ask for another way.”’ 


MANY PEOPLE in Ghana are afraid

conversion to Catholicism will displease 
their ancestors, but Archbishop Dery told 
them, ‘‘Your ancestors, if you are looking 
for them, they are with Him.”’ 


Gradually, his conversations 
progressed to the subjects of Christ and 
salvation. Then, he invited them to 
become Catholics. 


He continues this method of 
evangelization even in the Archdiocese of 
Tamale. The archbishop realizes in the 
United States such a method would be 
impossible, but, ‘‘In Africa...you must go 
to the people.’’ 


HIS ARCHDIOCESE has 14 
parishes, two that were opened recently, 
‘*to encourage the pagans of that area to 
know the Church is interested in them.”’ 
There are no priests yet to run the 
parishes. : 


The Tamale archdiocese has over one 
million inhabitants, 17,000 of whom are 
Catholic. The predominant faith is 
Moslem. 


The missionary challenge in his 
archdiocese is tremendous, he said. ‘“The 
pagans of the area, their minds and their 
lives are not prepared to receive 
Christianity. They look at Christianity as 
if it were something strange. 


‘CHRISTIANITY IS a religion 
which is brought in by the white man and 
its demands are not easy. Then, these 
people also have had access to a way of 
worship (that has) made a deep mark on 
them,’’ he added. . 


Some say the demand for monogamous 
marriage prevents many from accepting 
Catholicism, but Archbishop Dery does 
not agree. ‘‘I don’t think that is the big 
obstacle. Abandoning the ancestral way 
of worship’’ is the biggest drawback, he 
said, 

Despite the great need for missionary 
help, ‘‘We have come to a period where 
missionary vocations have dropped off

considerably and I need many 
missionaries.’’ 


THE ENTIRE archdiocese is served 
by 32 priests and three indigenous clerics. 
The Archdiocese of Tamale has ‘‘a 
blessing’’ in the 23 seminarians studying 
for the priesthood. 


Whatever Christian religion is 
promoted to Africans, it must consider 
the traditions of the African people. 
‘They do have good things that can be 
absorbed to make them feel at home in 
the Christian religion,’’ the archbishop 
explained. 


A convert needs to see something 
concrete, not just ‘‘intellectual religion,”’ 
he said, warning, ‘‘If they don’t see 
themselves in it (the Church)’’ they won’t 
accept it. 


THE AFRICAN Church is strong 
spiritually because it was ‘‘allowed to 
bring in a simple way of life — love of 
neighbors and concern for others.” 


N. County Shamrocks get ‘thank-you’ 


LA MESA — A case of cross-cultural 
charity has been acknowledged nearly 
three years after the fact, but, as a local 
priest noted, ‘‘It is never too late to 
express, gratitude and thanks.”’ 

The North County Shamrock Club of 
San Diego hosted a dinner and raised 
$300 for Italian Earthquake victims and 
sent a check to a priest in Naples in 
January 1981. 


BARNABITE FATHER Paul 


Marconi, pastor of Our Lady of the . 


Rosary parish in San Diego, had 
provided the Shamrock Club with the 
name and address of a priest in Italy. 
The money was used to help the 
victims, but, unfortunately, the priest 
misplaced the letter during the turbulent 


time. It turned up over two years later. 
To Father Marconi, the Italian priest 
forwarded belated thanks from himself 
and from a monsignor of the Archdiocese 
of Potenza, the area hit hardest by the 
earthquake. 


‘‘Again, along with our sincere 
appreciation, go our apologies for the 
delay in its recognition.

What are indulgences? 


The proclamation of a Holy Year by Pope John Paul II 
has brought’ the subject of indulgences to the fore. The 
young have not heard of them; older Catholics, although 
they have heard, are not always quite sure what they are. 


Indulgences seem to be a part of the individualistic piety 
of pre-Vatican II. The sense of community today, founded 
in a healthy understanding of the Eucharist, has moved 
away from that individualism. 


On the other hand, the strong sense of individualism 
fostered in our soceity during the 60s and 70s has made it 
harder to feel responsible for others. 


People are pulled both ways. 


The Church’s teaching on indulgences is based on two 
beliefs which go back to the very beginnings of the Church 
— the communion of saints and the power of the keys. 


The communion of saints is derived from several quotes 
of Christ in the Gospels, such as ‘‘What you do to the least 
of my brothers, you do to me,’’ and St. Paul’s description 
of the Church as the Body of Christ. If one member suffers, 
all suffer; if one is healthy, the whole body benefits. 


The power of the keys is that authority given to St. Peter 
and his successors as ‘‘the keys of the kingdom’’ to bind 
and to set free. 


The need for intercession follows on the understanding 
of the nature of sin. Sin is always personal — but never 
private. 


If sin is not private, neither is the necessary element for 
forgiveness — repentance. 


The Church’s doctrine of purgatory is rooted in the 
belief that at times reparation has not been fully rendered 
in this life, and in some way the individual is called to 

. purification before entering fully into life with God, 

This doctrine, tied with our ability to assist one another, 
sets up the use of indulgences through the power of the 
keys. 

We can and we do — as Catholics — continue to pray 
for one another even after death. An indulgence is seen as 
the remission before God of the temporal retribution 

needed for sin, whose guilt is already forgiven. 

Christians, who are suitably disposed, may receive from 
the Church the treasure of reparations made by Christ and 
the members of the communion of saints. 


An indulgence is the Church interceding as the Body of 
Christ for members in whom the process of reparation is to 
be completed, that is, perfected in charity. 


When indulgences touch the lives of the living, they do 
not remove the need for penance. Indulgences are not a 
magic way of resolving the need for conversion. 


There must be reconciliation. One of the conditions for 
receiving a plenary or full indulgence during the Holy Year 
is the celebration of the Sacrament of Reconciliation. 


Indulgences are a special intercession, made by the 
living members of the communion of saints and applied in 
a special way to a particular member as an aid to 
reparation. 

They are not a kind of buying people into eternal life or 
banking merits so that God, at the end of life, has to give 
eternal life as ‘‘interest’’ for good works.

Tuition tax credit backers, picking up 
the pieces after a 59-38 defeat Nov. 16, 
have much to puzzle over before they try 
again. 

Tax credit legislation, offered as an 
amendment to an Olympic tariff bill, was 
tabled in the final days of the first session 
of the 98th Congress by senators who 
cited budget deficits, timing, concern for 
public schools and the question of 
constitutionality as reasons for their 
opposition. 

If tax credit supporters want to try 
again soon they will probably face that 
kind of opposition in the middle of a 
presidential election year. 


Sen. Robert Dole (R-Kan.), chairman 
of the Senate Finance Committee, offered 
the amendment. He called the Nov. 16 
vote ‘‘a sharp blow to the future of tuition 
tax credits.’’ Even if the motion to table 
the amendment had failed, ‘‘we’d have 
had a full-scale filibuster that would have 
gone on for weeks.”’ 


‘‘There’s going to have to be a lot of 
work done...We have to organize and 
convince people it does not conflict with 
the goals of the public schools, that it will 
promote competition.”’ 


The legislation, designed to give 
parents of non-public school children a 
tax break for part of the tuition they pay, 
has been supported for years by Catholic 
organizations such as the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, the National Catholic 
Educational Association and the Knights 
of Columbus. In recent years 


- fundamentalist schools have lined up on 


the tuition tax credit side, drawing 
protests that tax credit dollars will go to 
schools that are racially discriminatory. 


In states with large Catholic 
populations — Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, Ohio, Pennsylvania — 
the vote went against tuition tax credits. 
Sen. John H. Chafee (R-R.I.), Sen. 
Claiborne Pell (D-R.I.), Sen. Edward 


Kennedy (D-Mass.), Sen. Paul Tsongas, 


(D-Mass.), Sen. John J. Glenn (D-Ohio), 
Sen. Howard M. Metzenbaum (D-Ohio), 
Sen. Arlen Specter (R-Pa.) voted to table 
the amendment. Sen. John Heinz 
(R-Pa.) did not vote. 


Five senators who had voted for tax 
credits in 1978 voted against the measure 
when it came up this year. Senators 
Joseph Biden (D-Del.), Jake Garn 
(R-Utah), .Charles McC. Mathias 
(R-Md.), Spark Matsunaga (D-Hawaii) 
and John Melcher (D-Mont.) had voted 
in the 95th Congress to. keep tuition tax 
credits for elementary and secondary 
students in a bill giving tax credits to 
college students. In the 98th Congress 
they voted to table tax credits. 


Sen. Jesse Helms (R-N.C.), who had 
voted against tax credits in 1978, voted 
for the measure this year. 


Garn said he voted against the tax 
credit ‘‘for one reason and one reason 
only — the $200 billion deficit. I could 
not in good conscience stand in this body 
day after day talking about the disastrous 
effect the federal budget is having on this 
country and then put that concern aside 
and vote for a proposal like tuition tax 
credits that will further add to that deficit. 
I would be a hypocrite.’ 


If some supporters want to wait for a 
better fiscal climate, Virgil C. Dechant, 
supreme knight .of the Knights of 
Columbus, feels tax credit legislation has 
its best chance while there is an 
administration in favor of it. He said the 
coalition of tax credit supporters will meet 
in December to reassess strategy. 


“‘Our best hope for success is while we 
have a friend in the White House,’’ 
Dechant said. ‘‘It makes one think that if 
we wish to pursue it we should do so 
forthwith.”’

- ‘Disarm Science’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II’s Nov. 12 
appeal to scientists to ‘‘disarm science’’ and to refuse certain 
fields of research which ‘‘are inevitably destined to purposes of 
death”’ is one in a series of papal reminders that science cannot 
be divorced from morality and that individuals must take 
responsibility for the results of their choices and actions. 


With East-West tensions growing over the first deliveries and 
imminent deployment of new tactical nuclear missiles in Western 
Europe, the pope’s speech to his Pontifical Academy of Sciences 
reminded scientists that they can help bring peace or war through 
their work and career choices. 


He did not go so far as to say that scientists must refuse to use 
their talents to develop weapons-such as the Pershing II and 
cruise missiles being moved practically into his own backyard, 
but his call to ‘‘disarm science’ and abandon ‘“‘the laboratories 
and factories of death’’ questioned the heavy military emphasis 
in research. 


‘‘When in a certain historical situation it is almost certain that 
a certain kind of scientific research will be used for purposes of 
aggression,”’ 
permitting him to cooperate for the good of mankind in the 
building up of peace.”’ 

On Feb. 25, 1981, at the United Nations. University in 
Hiroshima, Japan, for example, the pope declared that ‘‘the 
moment is approaching when priorities will have to be redefined. 


“It has been estimated that about half the world’s research 
workers are at present employed for military purposes,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘Can the human family morally go on much longer 
in this direction?”’ 


He was more explicit in Hiroshima. ‘‘In the past it was 
possible to destroy a village, a town, a region, even a country,” 
he said. ‘‘Now it is the whole planet that has come under threat.’’

Moral Perspectives

The first article in this series highlighted in a special 
manner the critical reaction of Fr. Richard McSorley, SJ 
“to Fast for Life. We noted that he names this ‘“‘movement”’ 
as a misguided one, mainly because the fasters accept 
their own possible death as part of their protest. Fast for 
Life has béen influenced’by Jésus’ own 40-day fast in the 
desert and the power, this fasting gave him to conquer the 
forces of evil and destruction. 


The major theological problem I have with Fr. 
McSorley’s approach to this question rests on this last 
point. While his position on fasting as potential suicide is 
certainly consistent with the Church’s official teachings 
on this subject; his criticisms tend to be overly narrow and 
too clinical. 


MORAL EVALUATION of any topic necessitates a 
starting point which centers on the meaning of Christian 
morality itself. I have often indicated that morality is first 
of all a mirroring forth in our lives the person of Jesus. To 
properly evaluate the morality of fasting, then, it is 
crucially important to set fasting within the context of the 
life and perspective of Jesus. 


The New Testament demonstrates that Jesus’ attitude 
toward fasting took for granted the background of first 
century Judaism that fasting is truly a good and pious 
practice. Jesus’ attitude was consistent with the prophetic 
insistence on the sincerity of the faster. As exampled in 


stranger stumbles in from the desert aflame with thirst 
and is incredulous at our careless waste of water. For we 
know that the young man is right. All those years of 
available grace would surely have transformed us into 
persons of greater sanctity than we are — if only we had 
taken them, gratefully, and utilized them in the way we 
were meant to use them. 


IT REMINDED ME of another young man of many 
years ago who, hungrily devouring the scriptures, was 
appalled at the obtuseness of the apostles. 


‘They lived with Jesus, day in, day out, for three years 
and never saw who He was. They never understood Him 
or learned the meaning of His ways. How could you live 
so intimately with Him and know Him 50 little?” 


How indeed? We, of all people should be able to 
answer. It is the tragedy of the Church that, generation 
after generation, Christ must repeat His question to His 
followers. ‘‘I have been with you so long and still you do 
not know Me?”’ 


IT TOOK THE crucifixion, Resurrection, and 
Pentecost before the disciples were able to activate within 
themselves the graces Jesus had so generously bestowed 
on them during their time together. And; I suppose, it 
takes some kind crucifixion and resurrection before the 
Holy Spirit is able to take up His dwelling in us and bring

Fast for life — Il 


Isaiah 58:3-4, Jesus taught that fasting is to be done to the 


- glory of God and not as a means to seek the admiration of 


others: see Mt. 6:16-18 and Luke 18: 9-14. 


It is clear in this example, as in other devotional 
practices referred to, that Jesus always emphasized the 
fact that God looks not upon outward actions but upon 
the disposition of the heart. Scripturally, then, the moral 


' worth of fasting lies in the devotion of which it is an 


expression. Without such devotion it is, of itself, 
meaningless. 


HIS TEACHING emphasized that in Himself the 
Kingdom of God has burst into human history and this 
fact calls only for joy and thankfulness. There is no time 
to concentrate on lesser things. Within His own. life, 
moreover, Jesus did fast at times of spiritual crisis (Mt. 
4:2; Mark 1:13). Here again, however, His teaching on 
the subject was in line with the prophetic tradition as well 
as His own eschatological outlook. 


From a moral point of view, then, fasting in our own 
day must be evaluated from the perspective of Jesus’ own 
outlook. His dying is still experienced whenever sin 
deeply touches human lives and human events. Fasting 
can surely be a form of prayer which hopes to raise human 
consciousness about sin within the world. Sin deeply 
affects the structures of humanity. 


O, for the grace to begin to be 


to fruition the graces of our baptism and continuing 
sacramental life. 

For many of us the road to Emmaus is very, very long 
and we walk it in the company of One we do not 
recognize, moping over the apparent triumph of evil 
when its vanquisher is at our side. But the young man’s 
expectations of us are not unreasonable and we have a 
responsibility to him and others like him to pray for the 
grace to meet them. 

They have a right to presume that we who are baptized 
in Christ should be ‘‘holier,’’ more other-centered, more 
abandoned to God’s will and trusting in His loving 
guidance, less subject to the values and ambitions of the 
secular world. After all, they will point out, that is what 
the Bible says life in Christ is like. 

AND EVEN AS WE shake our heads and murmur 
‘‘that’s not the way it is,’’ we need to remember that’s the 
way it has to be if we are not to find their disillusionment 
and, perhaps, despair laid at our door. We can afford to 
be chastened and humbled by the desert nomads. who 
perceive us as custodians of great richness and thirst for 
the stream of living water. 

We can afford to feel a little ashamed that we are not 
more than we are and not more worthy of Christ’s faith in 
us. 


THE CHRISTIAN moral responsibility must always 
be to alleviate sin in the many forms in which it. may 
appear; in our own day, in nuclear destruction. Fasting 
until injustice ceases is a moral act. The faster must not 
choose to die, as neither did Jesus. In other words, death 
can never be the chosen cause of the faster’s witness and 
testimony. 


The Tripartite Life of St. Patrick (1887; ed., W. 
Stokes) recounts an illuminating story. Patrick was 
traveling to Ulster when he came upon slaves in ‘‘great 
tribulation’’ because of the cruelty of their master. Patrick 
found the master obdurate and ‘“‘fasted against him.”’ 
When the master then went out to beat the slaves for 
informing on him, his chariot went off the road and he 
drowned in a lake. 


What was the point of Patrick’s fasting? His hope and 
prayer was obviously not to bring death to the obdurate 
lord but to break down his hostility and cruelty. Here is 
an example, then, of the weak seeking to redress the 
wrong committed by the mighty. 


FROM A moral perspective, such fasting seems in 
conformity with the outlook of Jesus whose own fasting in 
the face of conflict sought to touch the compassion and 
mercy of God.

said, adding that much of the coverage 
given by the press sensationalized the 
issue, admittedly a sensitive one: ‘“They 
are looking for something that would be 
controversial, rather than (focussing) on 
the direction the bishops are trying to 


” 


give. 

THE ROLE of the bishops is to 
reconcile what Rome is saying and what 
U.S. Religious are saying, said Bishop 
Chavez. ‘‘There seems to be a lack of 
dialogue and understanding. There has to 
be a mutual give and take for growth and 
better understanding between these two 
sections of the Church that both want 
renewal.’’ 


There are ‘‘tensions’’ between Rome 
and the American Church, acknowledged 
Bishop Maher, but there are ‘‘no grave 
problems.’’ Most of this, he said, stems 
more from ‘‘misunderstandings and 
misrepresentations’’ in the press, secular 
and religious, than in actual fact. 


‘Actually, the collegial system is 
working, where the pope deals with the 
bishops and the bishops with the Holy 
Father. In our ad limina visits, the Holy 
Father couldn’t have been more receptive 
and encouraging,’’ he said. 


“AMERICANS HAVE a tendency 
not to hide anything,’’ said Bishop 
Chavez. ‘“‘Our good and our bad points 
are very well known. We put everything 
in writing.

negtaive. Negatives will always be. there, 
but they are a part of growing.”’ 


The U.S. Church is a dynamic one, 
and in a period of growth, said Bishop 
Chavez, and while there will always be 
“‘srowing pains,’’ they are not serious, 
but make it easy to lose sight of the 
positive. 


“‘The first apostles had _ their 
disagreements and their problems 
because they were in a process of 
growth,’’ he noted. 


THE YEARLY NCCB meetings are 
more concerned with internal 
“*housekeeping’’ for the most part than 
with producing newspaper headlines, 
observed Bishop Maher. ‘“‘They are 
planning meetings, to set goals and 
priorities which give direction to the 
Church in America.”’ 


Two major themes have been chosen 
by the hierarchy for serious study over the 
next few years, said Bishop Maher. They 
are the economy — ‘‘unemployment and 
wages’? — and women — “‘a thorough 
study of women in society and in the 


Church.’’ 


“‘The bishops are very aware of the 
deep feelings and many of the fears that 
exist,’’ he said, adding that a major 
document on the subject to come will be 
“*a lot more positive and meaningful than 
we think at the present moment.”’ 


Both bishops felt that their time in 
Washington was too short to address 
every question that each bishop was 
concerned with. ‘‘One bishop was very 
much concerned about violence and sex 
in our society and in the media,’’ said 
Bishop Chavez. ‘‘Perhaps there will be a 
need to address it in a more scientific 
manner than just a commentary or a 
word.”’ 


‘*You always come away with a feeling 
that you want to accomplish more than 
you have,’’ added Bishop Chavez. ‘‘In 
the U.S., we are very idealistic, with a 
gréat sense of hope. But we have to move 
gradually; our duty is to help people 
grow, and if we outpace the people, we 
can no longer be leaders.’’ 


WHATEVER THE expectations 
brought by the bishops to the meeting, 
and whatever the results, noted Bishop 
Chavez, ‘‘At least you realize that the 
future is still ahead of us and that we rely 
on the Gospel to illuminate our way.”’

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Vatican tells Mercy Sisters to stop tubal ligations

At the request of the Vatican, the Sisters of Mercy of 
the Union have banned tubal ligations in their 64

Bishop James Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, acting for 
the Vatican’s Congregation for Religious, ordered the 
move, said Sister Theresa Kane, superior of the Sisters, 
in an Oct. 27 letter to the order’s 4,300 members. 


THE SISTERS of Mercy of the Union run more 
Catholic hospitals in the United States than any other 
Religious order. At least 25 of those hospitals had been 
allowing tubal ligations, a sterilization procedure, 
according to a 1979 study by the order which led to the 
Vatican action. 

Bishop Malone said Nov. 21 that he was chairman of a 
‘‘verification committee’? which the Vatican agency 
named in March 1982. The Holy See asked the 
committee ‘‘to verify with Sister Kane and the members 
of her administrative team what was their policy’’ with 
regard to‘tubal ligations, he said. 

He added that the policy of Sisters of Mercy hospitals 
on tubal ligations ‘‘was the only question at issue’’ for the 
committee. The other committee members, he said, were 
Bishop William Keeler of Harrisburg, Pa., and Auxiliary

Congress lifts ban 
on Vatican-U.S. ties

WASHINGTON (NC) — Congress has given final 
approval to ending a century-old ban on formal 
diplomatic relations between the United States and the 
Holy See. 


The action came late Nov. 18 as the House and Senate 
disposed of dozens of bills before adjourning for the year. 
Among those bills was a measure authorizing programs 
for the State Department to which the Vatican relations 
issue had been attached earlier this year. 

PRESIDENT REAGAN was expected to sign the full 
bill into law. A White House spokeswoman said Nov. 22 
she had no information on whether Reagan planned to 
appoint an ambassador to the Holy See. 


The measure approved by Congress does not require 
diplomatic relations between the United States and the 
Vatican. But Reagan administration officials have 
indicated support for the idea. 


Reagan currently has a personal representative to the 
Holy See, William A. Wilson. The Vatican’s current 
apostolic delegate in the United States, who does not have 
diplomatic status, is Archbishop Pio Laghi. 


BY COINCIDENCE the papal secretary of state, 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, was in the United States and 
was scheduled to meet with Reagan at ore White House 
late Nov. 22. 

The proposal to end the ban on diplomatic seintiovis 
with the Vatican was first introduced last summer by 
Rep. Clement J. Zablocki (D-Wis.) and later was 
attached to the State Department bill by Sen. Richard 


Lugar (R-Ind.). 


Full diplomatic relations between the United States and 
the Holy See have been prohibited by law since 1867, 
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HILLCREST — The Sisters of Mercy of 
Burlingame have never permitted direct sterilization 
at Mercy Hospital here, said Community of the Holy 
Spirit Sister Mary Jo Anderson, associate 
administrator. ‘‘They (the Burlingame Sisters of 
Mercy) have always been clear on that.

He said his committee has reported to the Vatican and 
was now waiting the Holy See’s response. The bishops 
also noted that the Holy See’s intervention followed about 
three years of discussions by two commnittees of the NCCB 
with the Sisters of Mercy on the tubal ligation issue. 


In 1979 the bishops’ Committee on Doctrine requested 
a copy of the order’s study on tubal ligations policies and 
began discussions with the nuns on the question, Bishop 
Malone said. Archbishop John R. Roach of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis became NCCB president in November of 
that year, he said, and shortly afterward appointed Bishop 
Malone, then the new vice president of the conference, to 
head a special NCCB committee to carry on the 
discussions. 


SISTER KANE said in her Oct. 27 letter responding 
to the Holy See’s demands that ‘‘after several weeks of 
intense personal and communal reflection, including 
extensive consultation within and outside the (Sisters of 
Mercy) community, we unanimously decided to execute 
the move’’ to ban tubal ligations. 


The letter added, however, that research suggested the 
‘appropriateness’? of the procedure ‘‘when there was 
serious reason and when prescribed by a physician and 
with the woman’s full consent.’’ 


Tubal ligation is a surgical procedure in which a 
woman’s Fallopian tubes are sealed, preventing eggs from 
traveling from the ovaries to the uterus, and thus making 
her sterile. Catholic moral teaching forbids. direct 
contraceptive sterilization, saying it is contrary to natural 
law. 


THE U.S. bishops’ ethical directives for Catholic 


health care facilities say sterilization is permitted when. 


there is no other way to prevent, cure or treat a serious 
disease. This could be the situation, for example, in the 
CRD SR AY STE AS eS 
when Congress approved legislation banning the use of 
U.S. funds to support ‘‘an American legation in Rome.”’ 


CRITICS OF the Lugar and Zablocki proposals, 
including several Protestant groups and Americans 
United for Separation of Church and State, had urged 
congressional hearings before any action was taken. They 
said appointment of an ambassador to the Holy See was a 
violation of separation of church and state. 

But supporters of the move, such as Lugar, said the 
Vatican is a ‘‘sensitive diplomatic forum’’ and that Pope 
John Paul IL has become ‘‘a significant political force for 
decency in the world.”’ 

The. Catholic League for Religious and Civil Rights, 
which supported the proposal, said the law prohibiting 
diplomatic relations with the Vatican was ‘‘an unsavory 
relic of an era when the most blatant forms of anti- 
Catholic prejudice were dominant in American politics.’’

The issue has grown in recent years. According to the 
National Center for Health Statistics, the number of tubal 
ligations per year in the United States tripled between 
1971 and 1981, from 213,000 to 647,000. 


A series on Catholic hospitals last March by The 
Catholic Chronicle, diocesan newspaper of Toledo, Ohio, 
reported that a ban on contraceptive sterilization by two 
Franciscan-run- hospitals. in Ohio contributed to the 
demise of their obstetrics departments, as doctors brought 
their patients to other hospitals that would allow tubal 
ligation. 


THE 1979 study by the Church-Institute Committee 
of the Sisters of Mercy found that of the order’s 25 
hospitals that performed tubal ligations, five were 
performing more than 20 a-year. 


Most of the hospitals cited ‘‘pathological medical 
indications’’ as the grounds for the procedure, but among 
factors that one hospital considered was the likelihood that 
the woman would conceive an abnormal child. 


In May 1979 the order’s General Administrative Team 
headed by Sister Kane responded to the study with a 
statement saying that ‘‘tubal ligation, in certain 
circumstances, is an appropriate expression of holistic 
health care and...failure to provide this service in those 
circumstances may cause harm to persons.’’ 


THE FOLLOWING year, however, the NCCB ' 
reaffirmed its position in a clarification of its medical 
ethics norms. ‘‘Formal cooperation in the grave evil of 
contraceptive sterilization either by approving .or 
tolerating it for medical reasons is forbidden and totally 
alien to the mission entrusted by the Church to Catholic 
health care facilities,’’ it said.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — The institutions of 
Nicaragua reflect the difficult realities its people are living 


with, and none more so than the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


News stories appear daily which show dramatic 
divisions in religious thinking and practice. These 
divisions are inevitably heightened by the political 
pressures on this small Central American country of 2.8 
million people. 

IN TWO Managua neighborhoods at the beginning of 


November there were tense situations between the 
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Rev. Swaggart’s anti-Catholicism 
gets him off two Ga.

Two Atlanta television stations have dropped the Rev. 
Jimmy Swaggart’s daily, paid-time TV program 
following Catholics’ complaints that he was attacking the 
Church. 

Shirley Cooke, a spokeswoman at Mr. Swaggart’s 
Baton Rouge, La., ministry headquarters, said the 
organization had no comment on the stations’ decisions. 


THE TWO stations, Channel 5 (WAGA), a CBS 
affiliate, and Channel 46 (WANX), dropped the daily 
show after mid-November protests from Catholics, 
including the Georgia Bulletin, Atlanta archdiocesan 
newspaper, which had editorialized against Mr. 
Swaggart’s ‘‘gospel of hate.”’ 


A separate, Sunday program, whose content is mostly 
Southern Gospel music entertainment and not preaching 
about other churches, remains on the air on Channel 46, 
said Herman Ramsey, the station’s vice president and 
general manager. ‘‘He didn’t seem to be offensive in that 
program,’’ Ramsey said of Mr. Swaggart. 


Ramsey said that Mr. Swaggart, in his broadcasts, 
attacked not only Catholics but Baptists, Episcopalians, 
Lutherans and other Christians, primarily those of 
‘organized religion groups.” 


THE BROADCASTING executive said he cancelled 
Mr. Swaggart’s daily show because ‘“‘I just don’t want 
him taking off after Baptists or anybody else.’’ 

“Ramsey and Marc Doyle, program director at Channel 
5, said that their stations have been’deluged with phone 
calls and letters — many negative — following their mid- 
November decision to remove the program from the air. 
The Georgia Bulletin reported a similar bombardment 
and in response sent out literature on the Catholic faith to 
people willing to read it. 


““We’ve gotten several hundred phone calls from 
people complaining about the decision’’ to remove the 
show, said Doyle. Nonetheless, he said, the station has no 
intention of returning Mr. Swaggart to the air. 


“THERE ARE an awful lot of people who don’t like 
the decision,’ and there has been a ‘‘huge number of calls 
protesting” it, added Ramsey. ‘‘But that’s expected. I 
wouldn’t expect people to write and applaud us.’’ Both 
stations’ executives said the, public is more apt to contact 
broadcasters to to criticize them than to praise them. 


The Georgia Bulletin, in an editorial Nov. 10, said that 
‘it really is surprising that TV evangelist Jimmy 
Swaggart, in this day and age, would be so blatantly and 
disgustingly anti-Catholic. in many of his programs.” 

‘Without any attempt at documentation, without 
giving specific data on times, places or persons, this man 
of the televised biblical word describes the pain of 
Catholic people who come to him seeking healing from 
the disease of dissatisfaction with their church,’’ the 
Bulletin said. Moreover, it said, not only Catholics but 
‘all Christian dénominatio#sn6t in’step with Jimmy are 


fair game.”’

THE PAPER said that the Swaggart material ‘‘is 
almost comical.”’ 

The Swaggart show is reportedly the most popular 
syndicated religious program in the United States. (In the 
San Diego diocese, only KECY-TV, Channel 9 in El 
Centro, carries the program).

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traditional parish authorities and the basic Christian 
communities, small groups begun in 1968 which organize 
around Bible readings and social action projects. 


In Masaya, a half-hour’s ride south from Managua, 
two missionary priests were expelled by the Sandinista 
government for ‘‘confusing the people about the new law 
of patriotic military service’’ and for using their positions 
of religious authority in a political manner. 


Every day there are counterposing polemics between 
the pro-Sandinista papers Barricada and El Nuevo Diario 
on the one hand and the opposition La Prensa, which is 
identified with the Church hierarchy, especially 
Archbishop Miguel Obando Bravo of Managua, a 
‘leading critic of the government. 


THIS RELIGIOUS division is important for 
Nicaragua. The country is more than 90 percent Roman 
Catholic and its people are deeply religious. 


In many homes a picture of Pope John Paul II hangs 
side by side with that of a son or daughter fallen in the 
struggle against Somoza or more recently against 
U.S.-backed guerrillas. This juxtaposition of photos 
continued after the March visit of Pope John Paul when 
he antagonized many by not responding to requests by 17 
mothers to pray for their sons killed in guerrilla attacks. 


What are the reasons behind this deep division? 


SUPPORT GIVEN by the Catholic bishops to the 
regime of Anastasio Somoza has not favored them in the 
eyes of many Nicaraguans, especially since the 
Sandinista-led revolution overthrew him-in 1979. In 
general, the Church leadership was pro-Somoza until the 
1960s when popular sentiment, and the beginnings of 
active resistance, forced it to rethink its position. 


From 1977 to 1979 the Nicaraguan Bishops’ 
Conference issued a series of pastoral letters condemning 
Somoza for human rights violations. This culminated in a 
statement giving moral approval to armed resistance. 


In November 1979, after the Sandinista triumph, the 
bishops’ conference stated its ‘‘support with 
reservations’’ for the Marxist-influenced revolution. But 
since then, the bishops have become increasingly critical 
of the Sandinista process. 

ON THE other hand, there has been opposition 
among priests to the policies of Archbishop Obando 
Bravo. 


In October 1980 the Sandinista National Liberation 
Front issued a statement promising religious freedom in 


- expression and practice and recognizing the role of 


Christians in the struggle against Somoza. 


Between 1980 and 1983 there was growing tension 
between the Church leadership and the basic Christian 
communities, most of which support the government and 
are involved in government programs as part of their 
social action work. 


ARCHBISHOP OBANDO Bravo began removing 
priests who were active in the basic Christian 
communities. In one Managua neighborhood many 
parishioners were excommunicated for protesting the 
removal of their priest, Msgr. Jose Arias Caldera. 


Barricada once published a list of 16 priests and 21 
nuns transferred or suspended since 1980 by the hierarchy 
and implied that the bishops are the ones doing the 
persecuting. 


What is the position of the Catholic leadership? 


THE ROMAN Catholic Church was trying to be ‘‘a 
voice for those who have no voice,’’ said the archbishop’s 
spokesman, Father Bismarck Carballo, last July to a 
group of visiting U.S. citizens. He said dialogue with the 
Sandinistas had been attempted since 1979 but had not 
worked. 


As examples he cited that the pope’s visit was boycotted 
and hindered by the Sandinistas and that since the visit 
‘the Mass has been prohibited on television and Catholic 
Radio was censured.”’ 


‘‘The church’s freedom of expression has been denied 
and so it has withdrawn official support of the 
revolution,’’ said Father Carballo. 


THE GOVERNMENT had a different version. 
Officials said Mass could be televised on condition that a 
different priest celebrate it each Sunday, but the 
archbishop refused to share the time. - 
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Deeply religious Nicaraguans divided by politics 


Despite fuel shortages, the Sandinstas say, they 
provided transportation to papal events, which were 
attended by 800,000 people, more than 25 percent of the 
population. 


According to Father Carballo, the basic Christian 
communities are being politically manipulated by the 
Sandinistas. 


“(POLITICAL SLOGANS and theology are mixed so 
that no distinction is made between Christianity and 


Sandinista ideology,’’ said Father Carballo. ‘‘Priests. - 


supporting the revolution don’t give the hierarchy the 
respect they want, and this undermines Church unity.”’ 


The Sandinista government has its good points, 
however, said Father Carballo, citing improved education 
and health care programs. 


- The latest spark illuminating the church divisions has 
been reaction to the government’s military conscription 
law, which requires men between 17 and 40 to register for 
the draft. 


THE BISHOPS opposed the draft regulations, saying 
they are an attempt to defend the Sandinista ideology and 
not the country. The bishops called on Catholics to claim 
conscientious objection. 


In a country being threatened by guerrillas and where 
the government fears a U.S. invasion, national defense 
has become a major concern, making draft regulations a 
sensitive issue. 


The government terminated the residency visas of two 
missionaries after it said they had tried to undermine the 
draft registration by organizing protests, advocating 
dialogue with the guerrillas and supporting conscientious 
objection. 


THE MISSIONARIES, Fathers Luis Corral Prieto 
from Spain and Jose Maria Pacheco from Costa Rica, 
were also alleged to have ties to the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency. 


In addition to the government action, pro-Sandinista 
parishioners have asked Church authorities to remove 
priests they say are opposed to the draft and the 
government. Parishioners say they are being left out of 
the decision-making in parishes where ‘‘reactionary’’ 
priest are in control because these priests are undermining 
their social action work. 


Church authorities, however, have answered that they 
cannot honor the requests for transfers. 


THE DIVISIONS have become the themes of many 
parish meetings and even resulted in parishioners 
physically removing priests from the church in an effort to 
get replacements. 


The government, meanwhile, does not want a break 
with the hierarchical Church. It cannot politically afford it 
at a time when it needs to protect its international image 
and its critics abroad are sifting information for evidence 
of human rights and religious freedom violations.

“‘charisms’’ — those gifts of the Spirit — 


- that seemed to mark the first-century 


Christian communities. 


If the Holy Spirit was so active in those 
first church-communities, reasons Father 
Weishaar, there is no reason to believe 
His same charisms are denied to the 
baptized today. And if the enthusiasm 
and witness of today’s charismatics are a 
valid indication of the Spirit’s presence 
among those who are open to Him, then 
Father Weishaar is indeed correct. 


BUT THE success of the movement is 
tempered, says Father Weishaar, by the 
““‘misunderstanding’’ with which many 
non-charismatics view it, and_ the 
‘caution’? of some pastors toward 
charismatic groups within their own 
parishes. 


“Tt is a powerful movement,’’ said 
Father Weishaar. ‘‘The American 
hierarchy has given its approval, and 
urged priests and Religious to become 
involved and give guidance and good, 
solid teaching.’’ 


“‘There is a great awareness of God’s 
personal presence in the movement,’’ he 
added. ‘‘There is an openness to the 
Father, an openness to the Son, and an 
openness to the Spirit, in the family and 
in the Church. There is a great hunger for 
Scripture.”’ 


WITH THE proper direction and 
guidance, said Father Weishaar, ‘‘You 
are going to have a lot of beautiful things 
happening.’’ Within the charismatic 
renewal movement there is a ‘“‘great 
loyalty to the Church and a yearning for 
pastors to be more supportive’’ of it, he 
said. 


The charismatic renewal has meant 
much personally for Father Weishaar as a 
priest. ‘‘So much that I had in my head is 
now down in my heart. You see people 
really experiencing the beauty of the 
Spirit — not just emotion, but a call to 
holiness. And there is a real maturity in 
outlook — a good number of features of 
RENEW and the movement overlap, 
including prayer, community, sharing 
together.”’ 


The director of the Charismatic 
Renewal Center here is Jaime Garcia. ‘‘I 
really didn’t know who I was in the face of 
God until I had an experience in the 
Lord,’’ he said. ‘“Then I saw who I was 
in Christ. Life is something precious, not 
something you take for granted. Each day 
is a day to live, to share, to give thanks to 
God. Before I came to Church late and 
left early; now I come early and leave 
late. After the Eucharist I love to be with 
people; I appreciate Church and 
sacrament; it’s a joy to be alive; the 
Church really means something.’’ 


CHARISMATIGS, SAID Father 
Weishaar, “‘really have an experience of 
God in their lives. Sometimes it’s gentle, 
sometimes it’s dramatic. We let. our 
hearts respond to the Good News, and the 
Scriptures really come alive.”’ 


The reality of the charismatic renewal 
has not been sufficiently shared with non- 
charismatics, said Father Weishaar. 
“‘The bishop has been very supportive,

those running it. 


““BUT GOD changed his life,’ Father 
Thomas said. Sergio gave up politics and 
“everything he had to follow Jesus and 
His plan.”’ 

Father Thomas turned the microphone 
over to Sergio and Lucia, who each told 
part of their story. They said although 
they had little money, they had a pantry 
of food that never emptied, even though 
they never restocked it. They even 
provided dump dwellers with food from 
it. 

Sergio finally accepted a new 
government position and is the second 
most powerful man in the leadership that 
came into power July 3, Father Thomas 
said. He took the post on the condition he 
can ‘‘serve God openly,’’ a precedent in 
Mexican politics. 


‘“‘THIS IS unheard of,’’ Father 
Thomas explained, saying Mexican 
politicians are forbidden from worship- 
ping in a church.

but some people have been exposed to a 
caricature or a distortion of the 
movement.”’ 

That priests actively support the 
movement, not just tolerate it, is critical 
said Father Weishaar. ‘‘We need support 
from the rectory. People feel kind of 
orphaned if their pastor just says, ‘Go 
ahead, but don’t bother me.’ ”’ 


THE CHARISMATIC movement 
“accepts people as they are,’’ said 
Garcia, and runs the gamut from ‘‘old- 
line’ Latin traditionalists to younger 
people who have grown up in the years 
following the Second Vatican Council. 
Within that diverse community, such 
things as healing and speaking in tongues, 
some of the gifts of the Holy Spirit 
mentioned in Scripture, are experienced. 


“T’ve seen the healings, and they are 
real; there are many, many cases of 
that,’’ said Garcia. As for speaking in 
tongues, ‘‘I can pray to the Lord but I 
run out of words; speaking in tongues 
gives you another voice, deep within you. 
It is the gift people are most afraid of, and 
it is really the least of the gifts.’ 


Not a traditional ‘‘gift’’ of the Holy 
Spirit, but one experienced by all 
charismatics, is freedom, said Garcia. 
‘The Spirit gives me freedom. I’m not 
afraid to get in front of 100 people and 
share my thoughts. What the Lord has 
given to me He wants me to share to 
bring others to that point. With that 
freedom I can take on more obstacles, 
even adversity, and say, ‘Praise the Lord, 
there must be a reason for this, and sure 
enough, something happens for the 
better.’ We can cope, because we know 
God is in control.”’ 


WHILE THE movement will no 
doubt continue to grow in the future, 
Garcia doesn’t think in terms of numbers. 
‘‘We’re talking about a wider dimension, 
of the Church, of the community, of 
getting involved and doing things, taking 
an active part in RENEW and adult 
evangelization. I think we’re maturing.”’ 


‘As for the two diocesan-wide 
conventions in English and Spanish just 
concluded, Garcia said they were ‘“‘to 
bring us together in one accord, to share 
the goodness of the Lord.”’

Sergio and Lucia’s lives are proof that, 
‘‘With God, there’s nothing impossible,’’ 
Father Thomas noted. ‘‘Give God the 
freedom in your life to rearrange it the 
way He wants to.’’ 


He told the assembly it is time to get 
“serious about following God. God is so 
serious about changing this world that He 
sent His Son here to die on the cross.”’ 


THERE ARE many observers and few 
laborers, he said. However, yielding to 
the Lord will ‘‘be the most exciting thing 
that ever happened to you.’’ He warned 
it will cost everything — ‘‘your life.’’ 


Father James Rafferty, associate pastor 
at Mission San Diego de Alcala, furthered 
that warning in his homily at the Nov. 27 
closing Mass. 


“There is no such thing as cheap 
grace...as easy salvation,’’ Father 
Rafferty said, challenging the Mass-goers 
to think about early Church martyrs or 
the religious prejudice faced by Catholic 
immigrants in America. ‘‘Do you know 
how hard it was (for them)?”’ 


CATHOLICS SHOULD have 
courage to ‘‘stand up and be counted’”’ 
when they hear the faith demeaned, he 
said. 


Father Rafferty began his homily with 
a modern parable about a ship that set sail 
to deliver food and medicine to those in 
need. By the time land was sighted many 
years later, only one original crew 
member remained. The others were 
reluctant to give their provisions away. 


While they studied the ship’s log book 
and discussed the matter, the cries of 
people onshore increased while the worth 
of the food and the potency of the 
medicine decreased. 

THE SHIP, Father Rafferty said, is 
the Church and its provisions the Good 
News of salvation. Catholics were meant 
to share the news with anyone — family, 
co-workers and strangers, he said. 


Believers in Christ are the crew with 
the task ‘‘to set the world on fire. The 
kingdom come starts right here — 
within,’’ he said.

“(DOUBTING THOMAS”’ asked to 
probe Christ’s wounds ‘‘because anyone 
who does not have the Spirit is filled with 
doubts. Therefore he: doubted Christ’s 
resurrection,’’ the bishop said. 


Forty percent of the world doubts the 
resurrection, he added. ‘‘We must bring 
them the hope that is in our lives. We 
must bring to them the great love that 
enflames our hearts...You can touch 
them. and give them a sharing in the 
divine design.’’

perhaps even more than The Day After. 


For if The Day After was about what 
could happen, Choices of the Heart is 
about what did happen. And if the appeal 
of the former was primarily to the fear 
and self-interest of Americans, that of the 
latter is to the conscience of Americans. © 


CHOICES, WRITTEN by playwright 
John Pielmeier, whose Agnes of God was a 
critically acclaimed Broadway hit, and 
directed by Joseph Sargent, obviously 
owes much to the splendid documentary 
Roses in December. Like Roses it begins its 
tragic but profoundly ~ moving and 
inspiring story in flashback.

her much the same things that Ignatius 


‘Loyola at the University of Paris must 
have. said to his greatest catch, Francis 


Xavier. 


Jean begins — reluctantly, not at all 
pleased about it — to look more deeply 
into herself and into her faith. The results 
are not immediately apparent. Carefree 
as ever, it seems, she takes a well-paying 
job at a firm in Cleveland and embarks on 
a period of conspicuous consumption, 
finding time to start to fall in love with a 
young doctor (Peter Horton).

control, and in some countries such as the 
United States a policy of placing what the 
charter calls ‘‘unjust burdens’’ on the 
exercise of the right of educational choice. 

To countries in the Soviet bloc it 
challenges state control of education and 
policies of discrimination against 
professed believers. 


Third World governments are 


challenged to provide stronger structural 
systems of basic services and adequate 
distribution of wealth to assure family 
stability. 


THE FULL document issued by the 
Holy See consists of four parts: an 
introduction explaining the nature of the 
document, a 13-point preamble laying 
out the context and theoretical basis for 
the charter, the 12-article charter itself, 
and three pages of sources and references 
for the points in the charter and its 
preamble. 


The first three articles of the charter 
deal with the rights of marriage. 


Article 1 declares the right of each 
person to choose freely whether to marry 
or remain single, but insists that couples 
with a ‘‘marriage duly contracted’’ have a 
clear primacy in law over ‘‘non-married 
couples.’’ Article 2 declares the right of 
spouses to marry only by their “‘free and 
full consent’’ and recognizes the ‘‘same 
dignity and equal rights’’ of both spouses 
in marriage. Article 3 declares the right of 
spouses to ‘‘found a family’’ and to 
decide freely on the number of their 
children. Responsible family planning, it 
says, must follow ‘‘the objective moral 
order which excludes recourse to 
contraception, sterilization and 
abortion.”’ 


THE NEXT two articles deal with 
children. 


Article 4, that ‘‘human life must be 
respected and protected absolutely from 
the moment of conception,’’ has seven 
subsections. They range from 
condemnations. of abortion and of 
experimentation with embryos to 
demands for full protection of children 
born out of wedlock, orphans and 
handicapped children. Article 5 declares 
the primary rights of parents in the 
education of children and lists six points 
of concern, including the rights of parents 
to oversee a child’s sex education and to 
assure proper religious and moral 
education. 


Articles 6-8 deal with human rights of 
the family in the socio-political and 
religious order. 


THESE DECLARE the family’s 
rights: “‘to exist and to progress as a 
family’’ with dignity, independence, 
privacy, integrity and stability; to live its 
religious beliefs both privately and 
publicly; and to ‘‘exercise its social and 
political function in the construction of 
society.” 

Socio-economic rights are the subject of 
Articles 9-11. — 


‘*An adequate family policy on the part 
of public authorities’ is called for by the 
first of these. The second, on work, states 
the right to a just “‘family wage’’ and calls 
for recognition of ‘“‘the work of the 
mother in the home.’’ The third cites the 
right of the family to “‘decent housing’’ 
and ‘‘basic services.’” 


ARTICLE 12, devoted to ‘‘families of 
migrants,’’ calls for ‘‘the same protection 
as that accorded other families’ for 
immigrants, emigrant workers and 
refugees.

THOUGH CHOICES, with quite 
admirable restraint, doesn’t depict any of 
the final ordeal of Jean and_ her 
companions, it makes abundantly clear 
what happened to them. In a scene set 
two years later, former ambassador to El 
Salvador Robert White (Mike Farrell) — 
who was ousted from his post by the 
Reagan . administration and was 
determined to see the killers brought to 
justice — reads a confession of one of the 
four National Guardsmen accused of the 
crime but not brought-to trial. 


Melissa Gilbert, despite her youth, is as 
nearly perfect a Jean as one could hope 
for. She catches the sense of fun that went 
with the passion and dedication of this 
remarkable woman,. and she radiates 
conviction.
